“People who play the exchange for 
gambling purposes ought to have a 
guardian,” replied Neville. 

“Is it possible to operate the ex- 
change with speculation—that is 
manipulating up and down-—elimi- 
nated?’ asked Representative Sims, of 
Tennessee. 

“IT am astounded,’ was the retort, 
“that it should be assumed that a set 
of merchants would do such things.” 

“What do you mean by shaking out 
the shorts?” persisted Sims. 

“Can’t say,’ replied Neville. “The 
proper expression probably is to poke 
up the shorts and shake out the 
Icngs.”’

NINA AT BOTTON 
WITH 32 SAILOR 


Hope Is Abandoned by 
} the Navy Department. 


Believed That the Navy Tug 
Went Down, With All Hands, 
Off the Coast of Delaware. 
The Search Will Not Be Con- 
tinued.

Washington, February 16.—Hope of 
solving the fate of the little tug Nina 
practically has been abandoned by the 
United States navy, and the problem 
will likely go down in history among 
the untold stories of the sea. 

In the opinion of the navy depart- 
ment she foundered, carrying down 
her entire crew of thirty-two men, at 
some point between Hog island, where 
she was last reported, and Winter 
Quarter Shoals light vessel, off the 
coast of Delaware, on February 6 or 
7, only a few hours after she left Nor- 
folk on her fateful voyage. Statements 
to that effect were made by Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Winthrop to- 
day in response to several inquiries by 
telegraph from friends of the unfor- 
tunate crew. 

The commandant of the New York 
navy yard early today telegraphed the 
navy department that the vessel sight- 
ed off Montauk Point, Long Island, 
last Sunday by the whaleback steamer 
Bay View, was the naval tug Apache, 
and the mystery surrounding the fate 
of the unfortunate Nina became as 
deep as ever. 

The zone of search has been reduced 
to the territory between the Virginia 
capes and Fenwick island, a short dis- 
tance up the coast from Winter Quar- 
ter shoals. The department is awaiting 
reports from the battleship Louisiana 
and the scout cruiser Salem, which 
are patrolling those waters. No word 
was received from either vessel dur- 
ing the day, and if reports from them 
tomorrow morning indicate the inves- 
tigation has been fruitless, the active 
search will be abandoned.

WHISKY IS WHISKY, 
BLENDED OR STRAIGHT 


Taft’s Decision Has Been Form- 
ulated in Set of Res- 
olutions. 


Washington. February 16.—President 
Taft's decision in the liquor controver- 
sy that “whisky is whisky, whether it 
be blended or straight,” has been form- 
ulated in a set of regulations prepared 
by the board of food and drugs in- 
spection of the department of agricul- 


ture. The regulations were completed 
late today and approved, as required, 
by the pure food law, by Secretary Wil- 


pscn, of the department of agriculture; 


Secretary MacVeagh, of the treasurer, 
and Secretary Nagel, of the department 
of commerce and labor. 

In brief the regulations declare that 
all unmixed spirits distilled from 
grain, prepared in the customary ways 
are entitled to the name “whisky” 
without qualification. Blended whisky 
priust be labelled as such. 

The term “whisky,” however, is re- 
stricted to distillates from grain and 
under the regulations, distillates from 
other substances, if labelled ‘‘whisky ’ 
are misbranded end the person guilty 
of misbranding may be prosecuted.

DENIED LOE 


Supreme Court Upholds 
Recorder Broyles. 


Court Rules Defendant Is Not 
Entitled to Such Trial, and 
That Recorder Has Right to 
Assess Both Big Fine and 
Stockade Sentence. 


In the case of Samuel Loeb v. Chief 
Henry Jennings, of the Atlanta police 
force, the supreme court yesterday 
handed down a decision to the effect 
that Judge Broyles, of the Atlanta re- 
corder’s court, was legally authorized 
to pass a sentence of $500 and thirty 
days’ work besides on the public 
works. 

In connection with this case the 
court also ruled that such an action 
was not in violation of the state con- 
stitution, and that a trial by jury was 
not guaranteed to one violating a mu- 
nicipal ordinance. It also ruled that 
because a prisoner was mistreated by 
an administrative officer he would not 
necessarily be immune from the exe- 
cution of a legal sentence. 

Samuel Loeb was arraigned before 
Recorder Broyles on charge of keep- 
ing liquors for illegal sale and was 
convicted. The defendant was repre- 
sented by Anderson, Felder, Rountree 
& Wilson and Morris Mack and F. M. 
Hughes, James L. Maysnn, city at- 
torney, and W. D. Ellis, Jr., represent- 
ed the city. Loeb was fined $500 and 
sentenced to thirty days’ work on the 
public works. Immediately an appeal 
was made from the decision. 

The questions were raised as to 
whether the city had a right to pass 
such an ordinance in view of the fact 
of the amendment to the city’s char- 
ter by the general assembly of 1874 
curtailing, in a measure, such preroga- 
tives; whether the sentence imposed 
was not excessive in view of the char- 
acter of the offense, and whether the 
right of the defendant to a trial by 
jury was not abridged. 

The decision as written by Judge 
Lumpkin, says that the city’s charter 
as amended confers the power upon 
the city to pass the ordinances in ques- 
tion Also that the offense and the 
punishment corresponded and. that 
working upon the roads could not be 
called obnoxious, as the entire peniten- 
tiary system was based upon this. 

Right to Jury Trial. 

As to the defendant's right to a trial 
by jury being abridged, Judge Lump- 
kin wrote: 

“There is no constitutional immu- 
nity in any citizen of this state or any 
other state to come within its borders 
and violate its laws in regard to pro- 
hibiting intoxicating liquors or to vio- 
late a municipal ordinance prohibit- 
ing the keeping of liquors on hand for 
lllegal sale.”

MAKE APOLOGIES 


Athletic Association Adopts 
Some Strong Resolu- 


tions. 


The recent acts of the students at 
Tech in showing their displeasure at 
the decision of the faculty in expell- 
ing Corliss Buchanan and “Scissors” 
Mayer from school for failing to pass 
in their examinations, is condemned 
by the Tech Athletic Association in 
no uncertain terms. 

The students painted signs all over 
the campus expressing their indigna- 
tion of the faculty’s action. At a meet- 
ing of the Athletic Association, held 
Tuesday, the following resolutions 
were unanimously adopted: 

“Whereas, acts of vandalism have 
been perpetrated upon the property 
of the Georgia School of Technology 
by persons unknown to the Athletic 
Association of the Georgia School of 
Technology. 

“And whereas, such conduct is de- 
serving of the condemnation of both 
the Athletic Association and the stu- 
dent body of Georgia School of Tech- 
nology. 

“And whereas, publicity has been 
given through the press of this un- 
warrantable conduct by unknown par- 
ties. 

“Therefore be it resolved, That the 
Association of the Georgia 
School of Technology most heartily 
condemns these outrages and desires 
to place the seal of condemnation 
upon such proceedings. 

“Be it further resolved, That the 
Athletic Association, as well as the 
student body of the Georgia School 
of Technology, appreciating as they 
do, the laudable efforts of the presi- 
dent and faculty to make the Geor- 
gia School of Technology an institu- 
tion of learning unsurpassed by any 
other school of a similar character, 
do assure these officers of our high 
regard for each of them as gentle- 
men worthy of our greatest respect 
and commendation, and further as- 
sure them of our high appreciation 
for the great interest they have man- 
ifested in behalf of this Athletic As- 
sociation.

FOR BAN JOHNSON 


And His Job Will Last 
for Twenty, Years. 


ne 


If Ban Lives, He Wél Soak 
American League for Half- 
Million---League Agreement 
Extended, and Syndicate 
Baseball Barred. 


Chicago, February 16.—Byron Ban- 
croft Johnson was reelected president, 
secretary and treasurer of the Ameri- 
can League at a salary said to be $25,- 
000 a year for a term of twenty years 
at the closing session of the annual 
schedule meeting today. The agree- 
ment under which the league has ex- 
isted since November, 1900, was re- 
newed for a period of twenty years. 

In the new agreement is a clause 
forbidding any club owner or holder 
of stock in any club to hold shares in 
any other club in the league except 
as an “emergency measure.” Al! the 
other articles of the agreement were 
retained in the new one. 

A schedule of 154 games, opening 
on April 14 and closing on October 9, 
was unanimously adopted. It was an- 
nounced that the dates selected would 
be retained whether the National 
League plays 154 or 168 games. If 
the National League selects the shorter 
season there will be only ten conflict- 
ing dates between the two leagues. 

Johnson Will Be Very Old. 

Mr. Johnson declined to answer the 
question as to how old he would be 
when his term of office will expire ex- 
cept to say that it was a personal mat- 
ter. 

This is the longest tenure of office 
to which any baseball president was 
ever elected. It was made co-existent 
with the length of the new agreement. 
It 1s said that Charles A. Comiskey, 
or Chicago, and Benjamin S. Shibe, or 
Philadelphia, were the men behind this 
Signal tribute to Mr. Johnson as a 
league leader. 

The article added to the agreement 
forbidding “syndicate baseball,’ reads 
as follows: 

“Syndicate baseball is 
except as an emergency measure, and 
then only with the consent of the 
league’s- president and directors shall 
a stockholder in one club own or con- 
trol stock in another club in the 
Amertcan League. under penalty of 
being voted and dealt with as an un- 
desirable associate and barred from 
all connection with the league.” 

Still Wrangling. 

New York, February 16.—After the 
National League magnates had been 
in session four hours today President 
Lynch announced that there was 
hopeless deadlock and that by consent 
the further consideration of the 
schedule had gone Over until tomor- 
row. The remainder of the evening 
session, he said, would be spent In 
considering the report of the rules 
committee. 

A ballot on the schedule was taken 
when the meeting was first called to 
order. This showed that Drevfuss. of 
Pittsburg; Herrmann, -of Cincinnatl, 
and Dovey, of Boston, favored the 
short schedule of 154 games. The five 
others voted for the adoption of the 
long schedule. The rules of the league 
require six votes to adopt any sched- 
ule,

the bank without much interference 
from the other forty-five states. 

“T am amazed that large financial in- 
terests sheuld seek this additional and 
unnecessary centralization. I share no 
part of the popular prejudice against 
lower New York. I would as soon place 
the government of the United States 
under the dictatorship of John D. Rock- 
efeller, J. P. Morgan or E. H. Harrt- 
ran in his life time, as under the dic- 
tatorship of Theodore Roosevelt, Wil- 
liam H. Taft or William J. Bryan. One 
group is as selfish as the other. One 
group loves power no better than the 
other. 

“Il believe in three co-ordinate 
branches of government, and I do not 
believe in any of those branches be- 
ing controlled or seeking to control 
by coercion or otherwise, either of the 
two. I am opposed to centralization, 
political as well as commercial. 

Will Integsify Prejudice. ' 

“IT repeat, it surprises me that the 
large interests should not seek a cen- 
tral bank which must of necessity in* 
tensify prejudice. The south already 
believes that New York city controls 
the price of cotton. With a central 
bank, the large interests of New York 
city can control not only the price of 
cotton, but the price of every other 
commodity. Clothed with such power, 
should a. long period of industrial 
stagnation be our future lot, to what 
unjust and unmerited critfcism ma 
they not be subjected, and what dire 
calamities may not be precipitated 
upon us all, in a misguided desire to 
get revenge upon a few. Would the 
central bank be out of politics then?”
